The strikers have 
abundant supplies 
of dynamite

hand bombs. 
“The exodus to Germany by rail is 
very 
heavy. 
Germans 
arriving

foenovice are advised by the authori­ 
ties to remain at the railway station 
for safety. 
“ A procession of strikers at Sosno- 
v l c estim ated at 40,000 persons, con­ 
tained a number of German mining of­ 
ficers whom the strikers captured and 
compelled to m ar-h in their ranks. 
“The 
Russian 
industrial 
district 
along the frontier 
is suffering great 
financial losses through the strike. 
It 
is estim ated that $5,000,000 of German 
capital is invested at Sosnovice.” 
The 
T ageblatt’s 
Kattowitz 
corre­ 
spondent reports that 
1,500 soldiers 
have marched into 
Sosnovice under 
two 
generals 
and 
that 
Important 
events are impending. 
The Vossische Zeltung’s correspond­ 
ent at Czestechowa sends the follow­ 
ing: 
“The military are taking sharp m eas­ 
ures against the populace. 
Many sol­ 
diers and 
police have already 
been 
killed. 
Some high officers have been 
arrested for plotting against the gov­ 
ernment. 
The people are living In ex­ 
trem e 
excitement 
and great 
fear* 
Many have fled to foreign conn* ries. 
There have been a num ber of dynamite 
explosions caused 
by Socialists, but 
they have failed to do much damage. 
The schools have been closed.” 


Ihe assassination of Senator Johnsson, 
prn -urator general of Finland, though 
occurring before noon on Monday, was 
pot g‘ nerally known in St. Petersburg 
that night but may be expected to pro­ 
duce an immense sensation when it be­ 
c o m e s publie, as it will be regarded 
a 
the precursor of an era of terrorism 
f< r which the events of January in St. 
Petersburg 
and throughout 
Russia 
gave the signal. 
Until the Identity of 
the assassin is definitely known it will 
be Impossible, of course, to establish 
the motive 
ot the attem pt; 
but the 
present circum stances in Finland ren­ 
der it almost certain that, the c rime is 
of a purely political character and of 
the same nature as the assassination 
of Count Bobrikoff. the governor gen­ 
eral of Finland, In June of last year. 
The Russification of the province of 
Finland has been meeting with great 
opposition and creating much bitter­ 
ness, especially since* the formation of 
the part) of a tlve resistance, which 
was recruiting from the bolder spirits 
of the original party 
of passive 
re­ 
sistance and to which the perpetrator 
of 
this 
latest 
crime* 
probably 
be­ 
longed. 
At the confcr«nc*' 
of revolutionary 
parties of 
Russia, comprising 
repre­ 
sentative's of the Finnish 
active re* 
sistence 
party, the* Polish 
National 
League, 
the Russian 
Emancipation 
and other revolutionary organizations 
In Berlin last November, a programme 
for 
general 
concerted 
action 
was 
drawn up and the assassin of .Joknsson 
undoubtedly was in touch 
with the 
dissatisfied element throughout Rus­ 
sia. 
As a m atter of fact, never before* 
in 
the history of 
the empire 
have 
events of an anti-governmental nature 
been in closer connection, as has been 
shown by the universal spread of the 
strike movement; and the assassin of 
Johnsson. though principally inspired 
by the grievances of the Finnish Na­ 
tionalists. 
undoubtedly 
was 
also 
spurred on by the use of troops against 
the* strikers in St. Petersburg and else­ 
where.

Heisingors, Finland, Feb. 7.—Sena­ 
tor Johnsson, procurator of the Finnish 
senate, and procurator general of Fin­ 
land, was assassinated In his own resi­ 
dence at 11 o’clock Monday morning. 
The m urderer, who was disguised as 
an officer of the army, sent in a card 
bearing the nam e “Alexander Gadd” 
and was at once admitted. 
After en­ 
tering tin* room he faced the procura­ 
tor general, drew a revolver and fired 
four shots in quick succession. 
Each 
shot took effect and Johnsson fell and 
died almost Immediately. 
Johnsson's 
son, hearing the firing, 
came to his 
fath er’s assistance, but the m urderer 
fired at him, wounding him slightly. 
The assassin was at once arrested. 
Johnsson was born in 1856 and prac­ 
ticed 
at the 
Finnish bar. 
He 
was 
highly esteemed, but had held various 
government 
appointments, including 
that of provincial judge. 
He was ap­ 
pointed procurator 
of the senate 
in 
1901 and in the same year was made 
procurator general of the 
duchy of 
Finland. 
Johnsson was regarded as 
a wise and patriotic official. 
It. is un­ 
derstood that it was at his initiative 
that the Finns exiled by Governor Gen­ 
eral Bobrikoff were allowed to return 
to Finland. 
The assassin, who was wounded by 
Johnsson's son, was 
removed to the 
surgical hospital, where he lies guard­ 
ed by police, answering no questions 
and evidently 
unconscious. 
His re­ 
covery, however. Is thought to be cer­ 
tain. 
Up to the present 
the authorities 
have been unable to identify him. 
He 
Is of dark complexion and apparently 
between twenty-five and thirty years 
oi age. 
Soisalon Soininen is the official title 
of the procurator general of Finland,

Relsingors, Finland, Feb. 7.—Sena­ 
tor Johnsson, procurator of the Finnish 
senate, and procurator general of Fin­ 
land, was assassinated in his own resi­ 
dence at l l o’clock Monday morning. 
The murderer, who was disguised as 
an officer of the army. sent in a card 
bearing the name “Alexander Gadd” 
and was at once admitted. 
After en­ 
tering the room he faced the procura­ 
tor general, drew a revolver aud fired 
four shots in quick succession. 
Each 
shot took effect and Johnsson fell and 
died almost immediately. 
Johnsson’s 
son, hearing the firing, 
came to his 
father’s assistance, but the murderer 
fired at him, wounding him slightly. 
The assassin was at once arrested. 
Johnsson was born in 1856 and prac­ 
ticed 
at the 
Finnish bar. 
lie 
was 
highly esteemed, but had held various 
government 
appointments, including 
that of provincial judge. 
He was ap­ 
pointed procurator 
of the senate 
in 
1901 and iii the same year was made 
procurator general of the 
duchy of 
Finland. 
Johnsson was regarded as 
a wise and patriotic official. 
It is un­ 
derstood that it was at his initiative 
that the Finns exiled by Governor Gen­ 
eral Bobrikoff were allowed to return 
to Finland. 
The assassin, who was wounded by 
Johnsson's son. was 
removed to the 
surgical hospital, where he lies guard­ 
ed by police, answering no questions 
and evidently 
unconscious. 
His re­ 
covery, however, is thought to be cer­ 
tain. 
Up to the present 
the authorities 
have been unable to identify him. 
He 
is of dark complexion and apparently 
between tw enty-five and thirty years 
of age. 
Soisalon Soininen is the official title

sions are expected. 
The strikers have 
abundant supplies 
of dynamite 
and 
hand bombs. 
“The exodus to Germany by rail is 
veiy 
heavy. 
Germans 
arriving

Sosnovlce are advised by the authori­ 
ties to remain at the railway station 
for snfety. 
“ A procession of strikers at Sosno- 
vice estimated at 40,000 persons, con­ 
tained a number of German mining of­ 
ficers whom the strikers captured and 
compelled to march in their ranks. 
“The 
Russian 
industrial 
district 
along the frontier 
is suffering great 
financial losses through the strike. 
It 
is estimated that $5,000,000 of German 
capital is Invested at Sosnoviee.” 
The T ageblatt’s 
Kattowitz 
corre­ 
spondent reports that 
1,500 soldiers 
have marched into 
Sosnoviee under 
two 
generals 
and 
that 
important 
events are impending. 
The Vossisehe Zeitung’s correspond­ 
ent at Czestechowa sends the follow­ 
ing: 
“The military are taking sharp m eas­ 
ures against the populace.

the assassination of Senator Johnsson, 
procurator general of Finland, though 
occurring before noon on Monday, was 
not generally known in St. Petersburg 
that night but may be expected to pro- 
dare an immense sensation when it be­ 
comes public, as it will be regarded 
as the precursor of an era of terrorism 
for which the events of January in St. 
Petersburg 
and throughout 
Russia 
gave the signal. 
Until the Identity of 
the assassin is definitely known It will 
be impossible, of course, to establish 
the motive 
of the attem pt: 
but the 
present circum stances in Finland ren­ 
der it almost certain that the crime is 
of a purely political character and of 
the same nature as the assassination 
of Count Bobrikoff, the governor gen­ 
eral of Finland, in June of last year. 
The Russification of the province of 
Finland has been meeting with great 
opposition and creating much bitter­ 
ness, especially since the formation of 
the party of active resistance, which 
was recruiting from the bolder spirits 
of the original party 
of passive 
re­ 
sistance and to which the perpetrator 
of 
this 
latest 
crime 
probably 
be­ 
longed. 
At the conference 
of revolutionary 
parties of 
Russia, comprising 
repre­ 
sentatives of the Finnish 
active re­ 
sist ence 
party, the Polish 
National 
League, 
the Russian 
Emancipation 
and other revolutionary organizations 
in Berlin last November, a programme 
for 
general 
concerted 
action 
was 
drawn up and the assassin of Johnsson 
undoubtedly was in touch 
with the 
dissatisfied elem ent throughout R us­ 
sia. 
As a m atter of fact, never before 
in 
the history of 
the empire 
have 
events of an anti-governmental nature 
been in closer connection, as has been 
shown by the universal spread of the 
strike movement; and the assassin of 
Johnsson. though principally inspired 
by tho grievances of the Finnish N a­ 
tionalists, 
undoubtedly 
was 
also 
spurred on by the use of troops against 
the strikers in St. Petersburg and else­ 
where.

Helsingors, Finland, Feb. 7.—Sena­ 
tor Johnsson, procurator of the Finnish 
senate, and procurator general of Fin­ 
land, was assassinated in his own resi­ 
dence at 11 o’clock Monday morning. 
The murderer, who was disguised as 
an officer of the army, sent in a card 
bearing the name “Alexander Gadd” 
and was at once admitted. 
After en­ 
tering the room he faced the procura­ 
tor general, drew a revolver aud fired 
four shots in quick succession. 
Each 
shot took effect and Johnsson fell and 
died almost immediately. 
Johnsson’s 
son, hearing the firing, 
caine to his 
father’s assistance, but the m urderer 
fired at him, wounding him slightly. 
The assassin was at once arrested. 
Johnsson was born in 1856 and prac­ 
ticed 
at the 
Finnish bar. 
He 
was 
highly esteemed, But had held various 
government 
appointments, 
including 
that of provincial judge. 
He was ap­ 
pointed procurator 
of the senate 
in 
1901 and in the same year was made 
procurator general of the 
duchy of 
Finland. 
Johnsson was regarded as 
a wise and patriotic official. 
It is un­ 
derstood that it was at his initiative 
that the Finns exiled by Governor Gen­ 
eral Bobrikoff were allow’ed to return 
to Finland. 
The assassin, who w’as wounded by 
Johnsson’s son, was 
removed to the 
surgical hospital, where he lies guard­ 
ed by police, answering no questions 
and evidently 
unconscious. 
His re­ 
covery, however, is thought to he cer­ 
tain. 
Up to the present 
the authorities 
have been unable to identify him. 
He 
is of dark complexion and apparently 
between twenty-five and thirty years 
of age. 
Soisalon Soininen is the official title 
of the procurator general of Finland, 
who 
before 
he was 
ennobled 
was 
known as Johnsson.

The kitchen is French in all its 
details, and more than one eminent 
Parisian re s ta u r a te u r first made his 
pile in the czar's employ 
before he

ing arrangements are all under the 
charge of 
the court marshal, Count 
Benkendorff, but the real general In 
command is a court “forager,” as lie is 
called, once a chef, now an otiicial with 
tin* rank of colonel, with a court uni­ 
form. a cockc*d hot, spurs, sword, etc., 
while his breast is decorated with stars 
and orders. This awe inspiring individ­ 
ual must take a special oath of alle­ 
giance and fidelity In view of the risk 
that In* might otherwise arrange for 
poisoning his imperial master.

MILLE LACS INDIANS 


Indian A^ent Simon Michelet and 


Party Go to South Shore of 


Mille Lacs 


HISTORIC FACTS OF INTEREST 


Work of Moving the Mille Lacs 


Indians to White Earth Still 


Continues. 


Simon Michelet, Indian agent at the 
W hite E arth Indian agency, and party 
are at the south shore of Mille Lacs 
lake today paying off $3,000 due the I n ­ 
dians left at this point. 
The work of removing the Mille Lac­ 
ers to W hite Earth still continues and 
progresses about as fast as the promised 
accommodations can be provided at their 
new homes. 
About 200 have moved 
from Mille Lacs to W hite E arth in the 
past few years. 
The funds available 
are not sufficient to build houses for 
them all, and they are going about as 
fast ns they can be taken care of. 
The 
Mille Lacs tribe included many Indians 
who lived some distance from the lake, 
and they went to W hite E arth some 
time ago, so that there are nearly MX) 
members of that tribe at the big reser­ 
vation. 
W ewe-yay cum ig, the head chief of 
the trifle, moved to W hite Earth some 
time ago, and is well pleased with his 
surroundings. 
Ile is a very intelligent Indian, and 
is somewhat familiar with events of in­ 
terest here. 
He was a boy of about 15 
years in 1862 when the Indian trouble 
occurred in Minnesota. 
He was heir to 
the rhieftaney at th at time. 
His father, 
chief W adena, died in 1860, and, on ac­ 
count of the son’s age, Sho-bosh kuig, 
Wadena's head brave, became acting 
chief until Wah-we-yay-cum-ig arrived 
at sufficient age, when he took the place 
of head chief, which he has since held. 
He recalls the visit of Hole-in the-day 
and his braves to Mille Lacs early in 
1862 to induce the Mille Lacers to join 
in an uprising against the whites. Tho 
Mille Lacers declined Hole-in-the-day’s 
invitation, and advised th at the chief to 
remain friendly to the whites. 
Then a large body of Mille Lacs braves 
went to tho commander of the United 
States troops at Ft. Ripley, and pledged 
their friendship to the whites. The a t­ 
titude of tho Mille Lacs braves put an 
end to any chance of Hole-in-the-day’s 
uniting the 
Chippewas against 
the 
whites, and saved this part of the state 
from an Indian war. 
Wah we-yay-cum-ig says there 
are 
still five of those old braves living.

Dr. W. A. Cannon, formerly in the 
laboratory of the New York botanical 
gardens aud now resident investigator 
In charge of the Desert laboratory, near 
Tucson, Aria., was in New York re 
ceutly. 
Ile described tin* first year's 
work of the laboratory, which was e.-* 
tablished in 11M)3 to carry on special re­ 
searches upon the life, history and 
physiology of desert plains, srys the 
New York I'oat. 
The site is on the north shoulder of 
Table mountain, about DOO feet above 
the town. This was also the site of the 
prehistoric fortified town of Tucson, 
w here the village Indians sheltered and 
protected themselves from the raids of 
the Apaches. 
The village Indians, the 
Papagos, are now widely scattered. 
The flora o f the laboratory tract is 
very diverse, including plants which 
grow on the mountain and those con­ 
fined to the mesa, or plain. 
Many of 
these until recently were used by the 
Indians and Mexicans iii the (‘(instruc­ 
tion of their houses. 
Among them are 
tile giant cactus, the ribs of which 
were used for the s id e s and roofs of 
dwellings, and the O cotillo, which was 
utilized for the same purpose. 
The 
creosote bush was used for thatching. 
It is probable that the village Indians 
obtained their building materials from 
the laboratory site. 
As it is tin1 aim of the laboratory to 
study the various phases of the activ­ 
ities of desert plants, Avitli special ref­ 
erence to tho physical conditions to 
which the plants are subjected, a care­ 
ful record is being made of these eondi 
tions. 
This notes the changes in tem ­ 
perature, rainfall, relative humidity, 
state of soil and air and the brilliancy 
of the natural light, w i t h their effect 
upon tile plants. For determining these 
various conditions the laboratory has 
especially delicate and ingenious self 
recordiii g inst rninen t s. 
Although too short a time has elapsed 
to permit the drawing of sweeping con­ 
clusions, many interesting facts luna 
been learned by this study. 
Of the 
physical factors noted the amount of 
w ater presented to tin* plant is tile out 
which influences its activity the most 
profoundly. 
The existence of many 
types of plants, such as annuals, is di­ 
rectly controlled by the rainfall, and 
the leaving and 
flowering of many 
shrubs are controlled by the same fac­ 
tor. 
On the other hand, certain plants 
like the giant cactus, are apparently in 
dependent of the annual rains, as they 
store up w ater in large quantities in 
their own structure. 
It has been fount 
that the cactus known as the bisnaga 
is between 96 ami 95 per cent water 
The estimate is made that it would 
take two years’ average rainfall to sup­ 
ply the space covered by tho roots of 
the plant with sufficient water to (‘qual 
tin1 amount stored up in the plant it 
self. 
Nature, it is explained, has pro- 
tided 
that 
the 
plant 
shall 
absorb 
enough water in wet years to carry it 
through dry seasons. 
It has been found that tin* transpirn 
tion or evaporation of water of some 
of the plants is reduced iii seasons of 
drought to almost nothing, but when 
tho rains return the transpiration of 
the desert plants equals and sometimes 
exceeds the rate of that of plants in 
most regions. 
Transpiration, said Dr. 
Cannon, is an Index of the activities of

nil plants, and when the desert forms 
have abundance of water growth is 
quickened. They respond more prompt­ 
ly to tile influence of moisture than 
plants in a moist climate, because they 
have so little time in which to do It. 
In the region of the laboratory there 
are two seasons of rain—the summer 
and the winter. It is in response to the 
summer rains, when the tem perature is 
high, that vegetable activity is greater. 
At this time the desert is covered with 
a wonderful growth of plants, both an­ 
nuals and perennials, and presents tho 
appearance of spring in more moist 
climates. 
I'he flowers, many of them, 
are large, striking and of great beauty. 
In many places they grow in such 
masses that they can lie seen for thirty 
miles from elevations, this being par­ 
ticularly true of the Mariposa lily and 
California poppy. After the rains have 
passed the annual vegetation dies w ith­ 
in a few days, the leaves of many of 
the shrubs and perennials dry up and 
fall off, and the country presents Hie 
typical desert condition.

MILLE LACS INDIANS 


ndian A^ent Simon Michelet and 


Party Go to South Shore of 


Mille Lacs 


HISTORIC FACTS OF INTEREST 


Work of Moving the Mille Lacs 


Indians to White Earth Still 


Continues. 
Simon Michelet, Indian agent at the 
White Earth Indian agency, and party 
are at thp south shore of Mille Lacs 
lake today paying off 83,600 due tho In­ 
dians left at this point. 
The work of removing the Mille Lac- 
ers to White Earth still continues and 
progresses about as fast as the promised 
accommodations can be provided at their 
new homes. 
About 200 have moved 
from Mille Laos to White Earth in tho 
past few years. 
The funds available 
are not sufficient to build houses for 
them all, and they are going about as 
fast as they can be taken care of. 
The 
Mille Lacs tribe included many Indians 
who lived some distance from the lake, 
and they wont to Whito Earth some 
time ago, so that there are nearly 600 
members of that tribe at the big reser­ 
vation. 
We we-yay cum-ig, the head chief of 
the tribe, moved to White Earth some 
time ago, and is well pleased with his 
surroundings. 
He is a very intelligent Indian, and 
is somewhat familiar with events of in­ 
terest here. Ilf? was a boy of about 15 
years in 1862 when the Indian trouble 
occurred in Minnesota. He was heir to 
the chieftancy at that time. His father, 
chief Wadena, died in 1860, and, on ac­ 
count of the son’s age, Sho-bosh kuig, 
Wadena's head brave, became acting 
chief until Wah-we-yay-cum-ig arrived 
at sufficient age, when he took the place 
of head chief, which he has since held. 
He recalls the visit of Hole-in the-day 
and his braves to Mille Lacs early in 
1862 to induce the Mille Laeers to join 
in an uprising against the whites. Tho 
Mille Laeers declined Hole-in-the-day’s 
invitation, and advised that the chief to 
remain friendly to the whites. 
Then a large body of Mille Lacs braves 
went to tho commander of the United 
States troops at Ft. Ripley, and pledged 
their friendship to the whites. The at­ 
titude of the Mille Lacs braves put an 
end to any chance of Hole-in-the-day’s 
uniting the Chippewas against the 
whites, and saved this part of the state 
from an Indian war. 
Wah-we-yay-cum-ig says there are 
still live of those old braves living.

Dr. W. A. Cannon, formerly in the 
laboratory of the New York botanical 
gardens and now resident investigator 
in charge of the Desert laboratory, near 
Tucson, Ariz.. was in New York re 
ceutly. lie described the first year's 
work ot the laboratory, which was es 
tablished in 1903 to carry on special re­ 
searches upon the life, history and 
physiology of desert plants, says the 
New York Lost. 
The site is on the north shoulder of 
Table mountain, ab >ut 500 feet above 
the town. This was also the site of the 
prehistoric fortified town of Tucson, 
where the village Indians sheltered and 
protected themselves from the raids of 
the Apaches. The village Indians, the 
Papagos, are now widely scattered. 
The flora of the laboratory tract Is 
very diverse, including plants which 
grow' on the mountain and those con­ 
fined to the mesa, or plain. Many of 
these until recently were used by the 
Indians and Mexicans in the construc­ 
tion of their houses. Among them are 
the giant cactus, the ribs of which 
were used for the sides and roofs of 
dwellings, and the oeotillo, which was 
utilized for the same purpose. The 
creosote bush was used for thatching. 
It is probable that the village Indians 
obtained their building materials from 
the laboratory site. 
As it is tin* aim of the laboratory to 
study the various phases of the activ­ 
ities of desert plants, with special ref­ 
erence to the physical conditions to 
which the plants are subjected, a care­ 
ful record is being made of these eondi 
tions. This notes the changes in tem­ 
perature, rainfall, relative humidity, 
state of soil and air and the brilliancy 
of the natural light, with their effect 
upon the plants. For determining these 
various conditions the laboratory lias 
especially delicate and ingenious self 
recording instruments. 
Although too short a time lias elapsed 
to permit the drawing of sweeping con 
elusions, many interesting facts liuvf 
been learned by tlds study, of the 
physical factors noted the amount of 
water presented to the plant is the one 
which influences its activity the most 
profoundly. The existence of many 
types of plants, such as annuals, is di­ 
rectly controlled by the rainfall, and 
the leaving and flowering of many 
shrubs are eoutrollod by the same fac­ 
tor. On the other hand, certain plants, 
like the giant cactus, are apparently in­ 
dependent of the annual rains, as they 
store up water in large quantities in 
their own structure. It has been found 
that the cactus known as the bisnaga 
is between 90 and 95 per cent water. 
The estimate is made that it would 
take two years’ average rainfall to sup 
ply the space covered by the roots of 
the plant with sufficient water to equal 
the amount stored up in the plant it 
self. Nature, it is explained, lias pro­ 
vided that the plant shall absorb 
enough water in wet years to carry it 
through dry seasons. 
It has been found that the transpira 
tion or evaporation of water of sonic 
of the plants is reduced in seasons of 
drought to almost nothing, blit when 
tlio rains return the transpiration of 
the desert plants equals and sometimes 
exceeds the rate of that of plants in 
most regions. Transpiration, said Dr. 
Cannon, is an Index of the activities of

nil plants, nnd when the desert forms 
have abundance of water growth is 
quickened. They respond more prompt­ 
ly to the influence of moisture than 
plants in a moist climate, because they 
have so little time in which to do it. 
In the region of the laboratory there 
are two seasons of rain—the summer 
and the winter. It is in response to the 
summer rains, when the temperature is 
high, that vegetable activity is greater. 
At this time the desert is covered with 
a wonderful growth of plants, both an­ 
nuals and perennials, and presents the 
appearance of spring in more moist 
climates. The flowers, many of them, 
are large, striking and of great beauty. 
In many places they grow in such 
masses that they can be seen for thirty 
miles from elevations, this being par­ 
ticularly true of the Mariposa illy and 
California poppy. After the rains have 
passed the annual vegetation dies with­ 
in a few days, the leaves of many of 
the shrubs and perennials dry up and 
fall otf, and the country presents the 
typical desert condition. 
The study of plants is carried on 
while they are in their natural condi­ 
tions out of doors, and the climate per­ 
mits tills study to be continued all the 
year round. The desert plants in their 
outdoor conditions are to be compared 
with seedlings to be grown under 
known conditions in a greenhouse now 
in course of construction at the labora­ 
tory.

The bill gives the 
dairy and food 
commission access to railroad cars of

away outside the state with the intent 
to be delivered and used 
within the 
state, and to inspect the contents, and 
take samples for analysis.

DESERT SHEEP HERDERS. 


T h e ir L o n e l y , D r e a r y L if e T en d * to 
D r i v e T h e m Cri»«y. 
T>a you realize what it means to 
watch 5,000 sheep alone In the desert? 
You have read weird, grevvaome stories 
of the horror of the solitary lighthouse 
keeper’s life, but compared to the days 
of the Mexican shepherd those of the 
average keeper of the light are lilied 
with gayety and noise. 
Even with 
their one or two dogs the shepherds 
often go insane, and were it not for the 
company of their shaggy collies the 
lunacy am ong them would rise to an 
almost Incredible percentage, if we are 
to believe those who have followed the 
sheep in the desert and therefore may 
be supposed to know. 
Once in old Santa Fe, N. M., I met a 
man who for twelve years had follow­ 
ed the sheep. Ills work w as done. All 
day long he sat in a chair in the rear 
of a little (lobe store, crouched over, 
gibbering to himself, bleating—an idiot. 
Ile still saw his sheep sw aying like a 
great w hite wave among the sage­ 
brush. and ever in his ears sounded the 
killing monotone of their bleats. One 
boy, though fifteen years of age, is 
mentally no further advanced than the 
average child of five. His father is a 
shepherd, his mother died when he was 
four years old, and his father took him 
out upon the range. All his life lias 
been spent among the sheep. Ile is one 
with them today 
How is it possible, then, you ask, that 
men are to be found willing to watch 
them? It Is very easy. Sheep herding 
is a lazy job at best, and the "greaser’’ 
is the laziest creature on earth. For $20 
a month he is willing to sit in the sand 
and listen to the never ending bleating 
until the little mind he has gives way 
and they fetch bim in from the rnuge 
Insane. Ile is glad to take the chance 
for $20 a month. 
The greaser is not the only shepherd 
in the west. On the vast ranges of Ne­ 
vada and Wyoming you m ay run across 
an occasional college man tending the 
sheep. Once, indeed, a college professor, 
ill of consumption, undertook to follow 
5,000 bleaters for the summer. In au­ 
tumn they found him insane, on his 
hands and knees among the sheep, 
bleating with them. Day after day his 
eyes behold only a brilliant turquoise 
sky, in which hangs a sun of brass; an 
ocean sweep of sage flecked sand and 
a slowly moving, compact mass of 
sheep. His ears hear no sound save the 
steady "Baa, baa!” day and night, af­ 
fecting him as the Chinese criminal of 
ancient days was affected by the regu­ 
lar tap, tap of a hidden drum. 
And yet so long as the desert contin­ 
ues to provide food for th e "bleaters”

Do you 
realize w h at it means to 
watch 5,00(1 sheep alone in the desert? 
You have read weird, grew som e stories 
of tin* horror of the solitary lighthouse 
keeper’s life, b u t compared to the days 
of the M exican shepherd those of the 
average keeper of the light are tilled 
with gnyety 
and noise. 
Even with 
their one or two dogs th e shepherds 
often go insane, and w ere it not for the 
company of their shaggy collies the 
lunacy a m on g them w ould rise to an 
almost Incredible percentage, if we are 
to believe those who have followed the 
sheep in th e desert and therefore may 
be supposed to know. 
Once in *>1*1 Santa Fe, N. M., I met a 
man w ho for twelve years liad follow­ 
ed the sheep. His work w as done. All 
day long he sat In a ch air in the rear 
of a little dobe store, crouched over, 
gibbering to himself, b leatin g—an idiot. 
He still sa w his sheep sw ay in g like a 
great w h ite 
wave am ong the sage­ 
brush, and ever in bis ears sounded the 
killing m onotone of their bleats. One 
boy, th ou gh fifteen years of age, is 
mentally no further advanced than the 
average child of five, llis father Is a 
shepherd, his mother died w hen he was 
four years old, and bis fa th e r took him 
out upon the range. 
All bis life has 
been spent am ong the sheep. lie is one 
with them today. 
H ow Is it possible, then, you ask, that 
men are to be found w illing to watch 
them? It is very easy. Sheep herding 
is a lazy job at best, and th e “greaser” 
is the laziest creature on earth. For $20 
a m onth he is willing to sit in the sand 
and listen to the never ending bleating 
until th e little mind he lias gives way 
and they fetch him in from the range 
insane. H e is glad to ta k e the chance 
for $20 a month. 
The g reaser is not the only shepherd 
in tlie w est. On the v ast ranges of N* 
vada and W yom ing you m ay run across 
an occasional college m an tending the 
slieep. Once, indeed, a college professor, 
111 of consum ption, undertook to follow 
5,000 bloaters for the sum m er. In a u ­ 
tum n they found him insane, on bis 
bands a n d knees am ong the sheep, 
bleating w ith them. Day afte r day his 
eyes behold only a brilliant turquoise 
sky, in w hich bangs a su n of brass; an 
ocean sw eep of sage flecked sand and 
a slowly 
moving, com pact mass of 
sheep, llis ears bear no sound save the 
steady “ P*aa, baa!” day an d night, a f ­ 
fecting him as the ( ’hiñese criminal of 
ancient d a y s was affected l>y the regu­ 
lar tap, ta p of a hidden drum . 
And y e t so long as th e desert contin­ 
ues to provide food for th e "blenters” 
so long will shepherds go m ad among 
the flocks, an d for ten y ea rs the desert’s 
greatest value to m an has been the 
food it h a s offered the sheep, nor yet is 
the store depleted.—Pilgrim .
